TEST OF MELLON PLAN 


Before action was taken on the 
Garner amendment the Frear 
amendment providing for the re- 
tention of existing surtaxes and re- 
ducing normal tax rates in much 
the same manner as the Garner 
amendment. was defeated by vote 
of 46 to 254. 

There also was a test vote di- 
rectly on the Mellon plan. This 
was made possible through an 
amendment offered by Rep. Mad- 
den, Republican, Ihlinols, to the 
Frear amendment. The Madden 
amendment embreced the Mellon 
normal tax rates and the Mellon 
rte rates. with the single en-

BERLIN, Feb. 19.—Does nature 
make up for war's toll upon the 
male population of a belligerent 
nation by increasing the propor- 
tion of boys to girls born during 
and after a great war? The Prus- 
man Bureau of Vital Statistics an- 
swers this old query with an em- 
phatic “Yes,” citing the official 
census figures to prove that nature 
is working to replace the 1,824,000 
German men killed during the war 
and restore the old proportion be- 
tween men and women. The num- 
ber of boy babies to every hundred 
girl babies, which during the six 
years before the war had aver- 
aged 106.2, jumped in 1916 to 
107.21, in 1917 to 107.40, in 1918 
to 107.63, and in 1919 to 108.03— 
the maximum figure. Since then 
the surplus of boys over girls has 
continued fairly steady. 

Prussia, the most military of 
the German states, leads in this 
replacement of war's losses, the 
proportion of boys to giris during 
and since the war being in Ba- 
varia 107.05, in Saxony 107.06 and 
in Baden 106.03.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 19.—A 
statement declaring that the time 
is not far distant when the prob- 
lem of financing State highway 
construction in California must be 
met squarely and that the State 
Highway Commission and the State 
Highway Engineer “are not now 
seeking to have enacted any par- 
ticular scheme of taxation,” was 
issued here today by the Highway 
Commission and State Engineer R. 
M. Morton. 

“At the present time,” the state- 
ment said, “State highway bond 
funds are nearing exhaustion. 


Funds available for primary con- 


struction amounting to some $11,- 
000,000, are, in most part, Federal 
aid funds accruing to the State 
from the Federal government as 
the State’s share of the cost of 
co-operative projects already 
financed or under way. 
“Maintenance and reconstruction 
funds are provided by the State's 
half of the motor vehicle fees and 
the gasoline tax. The other halt 
goes to the counties. Funds from 
this source, under present laws, 
for many years will be required for 


The State’s share of motor ve- 
hiele fees and gasoline tax funds 
cannot be used for new construc- 
tion, and, when Federal aid funds 
are exhausted, primery construc- 
tion will stop unless additional 
funds from some source are pro- 
vided.”

America’s Hurdlers Have Always Been Supreme; 
Can They Keep It

hurdlers in the past Olympics has 


been of such an outstanding character that we can scarcely be criticized 
for predicting that we will again score heavily in this scientific event. 


The first victory came in 1896, 
in ‘connection with the Athens 
Olympics, at which time, Curtis, 
of America won first place in the 
high hurdles in 17 3-58. 

Kraenzlein, the former record 
holder in the low hurdies and In- 
tercollegiate champion, won at the 
second meeting, in the 1900 
Olympics in the fast time of 15 2-5s. 
Kraenzlein also won the 200-meter 
low hurdles in 25 2-58. 

Schule, of America, won the St. 
Louis high hurdles championship 
in 1904, in 16s, fat. Harry Hillman, 
now coach of the Dartmouth team, 
won the 200-meter hurdles in 24 
3-58 after having won the 400- 
meter race on the flat in 49 1777 
and then to conclude the day's 
work annexed the 400-meter hurdle 
event in 63s flat. The low hurdles 
was discontinued after the 
St. Louis meet. 

Laavitt, of America won the 1906 
Athens high hurdle championship 
in 16 1-68 and in the 1908 London 
games, Smithson, Shaw and Gar- 
rells, the American champions, 
swept the field in one of the most 
spectacular wins of the meet. 

Smithson's time of 15s fat made 
a new world’s and Olympic record 
for this event although technically 
it only applied to the Olympic 110 
meter event. Actually the Olym- 
pic 110-meter distance slightly ex- 
ceeds the standard 120-yards dis- 


tance. 

In 1912, at the Stockholm games, 
Fred Kelly, of the University of 
Southern California, won the Olym- 
pic title and almost equalley Smith- 
son's record of lis fiat. Kelly's 
time was 15.18. In this historic 


e, race, the Coast champion was close- 


y pressed by Wendell, the Inter- 
collegiate champion and Hawkins, 
also of America. 

Before the last Olympic it was 
triumphantly forecat that 
America would stage her custom- 
ary one-two-three performance in 
the high hurdles but at the last 
moment it was found that Earl 
Thomson, the present holder of 
the world’s 126-yards hurdle event, 


| Under these circumstances, 
America was forced to accept @ 
second, third and fifth place. 
Thomson won the event in 14 4-58, 
‘thereby breaking Smithson's 19068 
record. Barron, of Penn State, 
was a good second with Feg Mur- 
ray close up. Wilson of New Zea- 
land just managed to edge in ahead 
of Walker-Smith, the Cornell 
champion and Smith was placed 
ahead of Christiernsson of Sweden. 

It is problematical whether or 
not America will be able to main- 
tain her supremacy in this particu- 
lar line of athletic effort for it 
must be admitted ‘hot we cannot 
put into competit his summer, 
the line-up of ve Who made 
success possible in ..¢ 1908, 1912 
and 1920 Olympics. 

Thomson, the winner o the 
Antwerp championship, is now 
coaching and is no longer eligible 
for amateur competition—a point 
in our favor—while Barron has 
also retired from competition. 
Murray, the Coast and Intercollegi- 
ate champion, had retired previous 
to the 1920 ganies and he deserves 
a great deal of credit for his 
ability to stage such a successful 
come-back. His presence will be 
greatly missed for he represented 
the best type of American athlete. 
Walker-Smith, the remaining Amer- 
ican finalist also has made his last 
appearance on the einder track. 

Christiernsson, the Swedish 
champion, has been competing in 
this country during the past two 
years and has been uniformly suc- 
cessful in his ingoor competitions. 
He has not appeared to advantage, 
however, in the outdoor event al- 
though in certain respects he is an 
accomplished hurdler.

The Mayor's annofincement fol- 
lowed receipt by Roy Miller, a a 
vice-president of the Corpus Ch 
Port Development Association of o 
telegram saying that Gen. Taylor, 
acting chief of the Board ot Army 
Engineers at Washington, had de- 
clared that the local plans would 
be returned at once and that adver- 
tisement for the government's part 
of the work, the dredging of a 
channel from Port Araneae to the 
turning basin would be authorized 
as soon as the local work had been 
contracted for. 
City officials of Corpus Christi 
returned a few days ago from New 
Orleans, bringing with them a cer- 
tified check for $2,083.055.60, rep- 
resenting face value and accrued 
interest on a $2,000,000 bond issue. 
This money will be used to build 
a sea wall and breakwater. The 
issue was sold to a firm of New 
Orleans bond buyers.

The reasons for this phenomenal 
rise are simple when one consid- 
ers the present money market. It 
ie a known fact that as ‘interest 
rates decline gilt-edge securities 
advance. The better the security 
the more marked the advance. A 
corollary of this fact is 
long-term bonds appreciate more 
than short-term bonds, This is the 
reason that the second and fourth 
4% per cent Liberty bonds have 
advanced more than the third 4 
per cent Liberty bonds. 

There is one issue, however, as 
yet little known to the public, 
which has advanced more than the 
second and fourth issues. It is a 
long-term United States 4% per 
cént government bond, due in 1952. 


These bonds are called the Mellon 


4% per cents. A month ago they 
were quoted at $99.37 per $100.

As an indication of the ease in 


money the ratio of total reserves 
to deposit and net liabilities com- 
bined of the Federal reserve banks 
has increased from approximately 
72 per cent to over 80 cent.

Because of their complete tax 
exemption the market factors gov- 
erning fluctuations of the first'3%s 
are not identical th those affect- 
ing the other Liberty Loan issues. 
The opinion among bankers is that 
their recent weakness has been oc- 
casioned by the growing confidence 
that a material reduction in the 
surtax, as suggested by Secretary 
Mellon, will, be approved by Con- 
gress. Such a reduction woul un- 
doubtedly cause liquidation of large 
holdings by many individuals, who 
would be able to turn their funds 
into other channels with an in- 
crease in net income. 

The third 4%s, which have re- 
peatedly sold at par in recent 
weeks, cannot be expected to show 
a very great change in price from 
the present quotations, because of 
the shortness of the maturity. Nev- 
ertheless, all other things being 
they will show a slight 
of the 
sinking-fund operations of the 
Treasury Department. As the 
thirds are the first of the Liberties 
to mature, the government will 
take advantage of every opportu- 
nity to reduce the amount out- 
standing in order that the refund- 
ing may cause a minimum disturb- 
ance to the money market. 

It has been predicted from many 
sources that Liberty bond prices 
will soon be established above par. 
Indications pointing to such an ad- 
vance are the prospective passage

Coast Guard Projects 


Los Angeles shipyards will get 
a chance to build some or all of 
the eighty fast boats projected for

The ts to be built include 
fifty patrol cutters, seventy feet 
long, to have a speed of eighteen 
knots; twenty motor-boats, thirty- 
six feet long, and ten speed boats 
thirty-four and thirty-six feet long.

William T. Hornaday, director 
of the New York Zoo, who has 
lived among wild animals and stud- 
ied them in the jungles as well as 


in cages for forty years, has held 
an examinatiog and graded certain 
well-known s, just as teach- 
ers examin grade pupils in 
schools. 


He tested their intelligence in 
ten different subjects: hereditary 
knowledge, perception, original 
thought, memory, reason, receptivi- 
ty to training, efficiency in execu- 
tion, nervous energy, keenness of 
senses and use of voice. The pu- 
pils were graded under each sub- 
ject and the ten gradings totaled; 
hence the higher the figures the 
higher the all-around intelligence. 

The chimpanzee passed the best 
examination, receiving 100 on all 
tests but two; he “flunked” in rea- 
son with a marking of 75, and fell 
as low as 50 in use of voice. His 
total score, however, was almost 
as high as a would have 
received—925.

| Ancient Landmark at Harbor Meets Doom in Sweep 
of Progress as Channel is Widened 


Derelict Row has passed into 


derrick barge and piled in a heap 

The final end came yesterday 
when the odds and ends of drift- 
wood from which the various 
unita were pieced together were 
burned on Terminal Island as a 
sacrificial pyre to the progress of 
the Pacific’s greatest port. 

Derelict Row was destroyed to 
make way for the suction dredges 
that are doubling the width Of the 
main channel to 1000 feet and the 
removal of the ancient shacks 
marks the beginning of the last 
stage of this $2,000,000 contract— 
the most important development 
work in the recent history of Los 
Angeles Harbor.

Palmer, supervisor of elementary 
agriculture, Los Angeles City 
Schools; H. L. Musser, of Aggier 
& Musser Seed Company; F. H. 
Ernst, Assistant Los Angeles Farm 
Advisor; Dr. George P. Clements 
and Howard Miller, agricultural 
department, Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce: Ralph Risser. Call- 
fornia Vegetable Union; W. 8. 
Rosecrans, Secretary, Los Angeles 
County Farm Bureau, and Ross H. 
Gast, of the Farm and Tractor 
Magazine, Los Angeles Times, also 
found that there is a need for 
a source of authoritative infor- 
mation on small-plot vegetable gar- 
dening and home beautification, 
and is working toward the per- 
fection of a city farm center for 
back-yard gardeners under whose 
auspices programs featuring gard- 
ehing problems will be staged.

The songs of the heart are the 
best, and if you do not fully be- 
lieve this, there is nothing like at- 
tendance at a John McCormack 


concert to demonstrate the truth 
of it. Like the and old Irish 
singer that he is he knows what 
awakens the pulse of his audi- 
ences, and he is ever nerous in 
bestowing the gifts and. th au- 
ties of his peculiarly personal art, 
which seems to thrive and grow 
as the years go on. 

McCormack ‘was the idol once 
again last night at Philharmonic. 
He is always the idol, in fact, and 
it takes only a few soft tones, and 
a venture or so into the domain of 
sentiment for him to demonstrate 
that his possession of magnetism 
— * voice is a gift from the high 


Each and every group of num- 
bers that formed his program was 


hencored and re-encored. Once or 


twice he repeated a song to stem 
the tide of applause, and again he 
gave his public “Mother Machree” 
and the “Tumble-Down Shack in 
Athlone.” Nev a time, indeed, 
that these do not bring a thrill 
and a ripple of joyous response. 

As prodigal as he was in days 
agone, McCormack probably is not 
in all respects. He is more gau- 
tious perhaps at times even in the 
use of his voice, but never so that 
you feel he is not giving liberally 
of the glowing inspiration of his 
song. In some respects, he is far 
more artistic in the shadings and 
the delicacies of his work. Too, 
there is a deéper, stronger and at 
times more valiant character to 
his interpretations. 

Of this virile and impressive type 
was the final number, “Thanks Be 
to God,” that literally resounded 
through the house. e applause 
which answered was a spontaneous 
symbol of thé spirited feeling that 
the singer conveyed. 

Much of deep and authorita- 
tive feeling distinguished his ren- 
dition of the Schubert songs, early 
in the program. One of these, 
“Der Jungling an der Quelle” had 
to be repeated. The Rachmanin- 
off, and Elgar number also were 
attractive. 

There is nothing, of course, 

more popular at @ McCormack 
concert than the Irish folk songs. 
There was a whole group ot 
these—“‘The Meeting of the at- 
ers,” “The Ballynure,” “Irish Love 
Song,” Kittie My Love,” and for 
encores the familiars like “Ma- 
chree,”’ culminating finally in 
Chaminade’s “The Silver Ring.“ 
where McCormack , evidences all 
his fine sympathy for the mean- 
ing of the words. 
“A Brown Bird Singing,” “Your 
Eyes,” “The Bitterness of Love,” 
with “Thanks Be to God“ com- 
prised the last group, and for a 
lyric bit “Brown Bird Singing” 
was enchanting. 

I must not fail to mention either 
excellent interpretations 
of classic Bach and Scarlatti right 
at the start of the program. The 
encore to these was the Handel 
aria, “O Sleep why d@oest thou 
leave me?” 

Assisting Mr. McCormack were 
Edwin Schneider, pianist, to whose 
name the composition of the song 
“Your Eyes” was credited, and an 
exceedingly capable, ‘cellist, Lauri 
Kennedy. Mr. Kennedy received 
applause and encores, and did 
credit to himself in numbers by 
, Popper and others. 

Not only did the audience crowd 
every available seat in the audi- 
torium, but they also occupied 
eve it of room on the stage, 
betokening the popularity of the 
human interest singer of human

Annual Staff Meeting and 
Dinner Brings Out Large 
Attendance 

Ninety men widely known in 
and prominently identified with 
Southern California's medical 
world were present at the annual 
meeting and dinner of the. Cali- 
fornia Hospital staff of physicians 
and surgeons at the University 
Club last night. 

Dr. Granville MacGowan, chief 
of staff, reviewed the progress 
mode by the hospital and its staff 
during the year. He said the hos- 
pital had been recorded by the 
American College of Surgeons as a 
class A institution and that the 
council of the medical association 
highly commended it. 

G. W. Olsen, superintendent, em- 
phasized the need of improvement 
and expansion of the hospital plant 
and referred to thé progress al- 
ready made by building the new 
nurses’ home. He urged the car- 
Trying out of plans of enlargement 
this year and said that at pres- 
ent the institution’ had only 200 
beds which were at all times filled, 
with a large waiting list of pa- 
tients, and that the hospital needed 
a total of 500 beds in order to 
“ope with the present number of 
people who need admittance. Mr. 
Olsen said Los Angeles is defi- 
cient in hospital service and that 
many noted medical. men in the 
city are unable to practice on ac- 
count of the lack of facilities. The 
building commiasion plans for the 
year of 1924, in which more than 
$1,000,000 will be spent on a new 
building. were reviewed. 

The California Hospital is op- 
erated by a benevolent organMa- 
tion on a cost of service basis. 
with no stockholders to absorb 
profits. With the 250 additional 
beds to be completed the directors 
hope to be able to reduce even 
the charges that prevail at pres-

knew that you were seeing one 
who is almost a goddess and a 
divinity of her art. From the capi- 
tal of the seven hills her match- 
less personality has shone forth 
as a name and fame to conjure 
with in the reaim of tragit art. 


‘GREAT THRONG THERE 


Virtually a holiday had been de- 
clared throughout the professional 
land and that of Duse’s own Italian 
countrymen, in order that as many 
as possible might be able to view 
her at her premiere presentation. 

Dozens of the most noted people 
who are associated with achieve- 
ments in the cinema were to be 
found in boxes and loges and seats 
in the pit. Prominent Italians 
brought bouquets that they threw 
upon the stage, and the flags of 
both America and Italy were 
draped along the sides of the 
boxes. 


UNCANNY STILLNESS 
I cannot tell you what a hush 


crept over the house as soon as 
the curtain rose. There was ex- 
pressed an uncanny feeling that 
something mysterious and super- 
natural was about to happen. Sep- 
ulchral shadows of silence seemed 
to emanate from the stage, and 
gradually to cast their potent spell 
over every single person in the 
throng. 

The sense of strange and curious 
quiet was deepened even more by 
the fact that the actors on the 
stage all speak extremely softly. 
You can realize, of course, that 
the voices are all modulated so 
as to suit the now frail and deli- 
cate intonations of the great 
tragedi-nne herself. And only at 
those moments when she was not 
upon the stage did the performance 
swing into the louder and more 
dynamic key of the Italian's fiery 
eloquence. 

The first scene in the play (the 
title of which translated means 
“The Closed Door.“ discloses an 
Italian villa, wherein life seems to 
move at the conventional, elegant 
sometimes zestful European 


At the very opening of *the act 
Duse is on the stage clad in white, 
and with hair of delicate silver, 
surmounting a face that might 
have been carved by a scwiptor. 
We were aware of the deep lines, 
showing the finer chiseling of ex- 
perience that run through either 
cheek, and we felt the glow of her 
eyes half drooping over an open 


book. , 

You could not mistake her for 
aught but a magnetic presence, 
though you had not the least idea 
who she was, and though the stage 
were filled with actors, as it was. 

These were nearly all introduced 
before she herself said a word. You 
became acquainted with the son, 
the husband, the intimate friend, 
the priest and a family relative, a 
young girl. The whole atmosphere 
was genial, if just at moments re- 
pressed because of the son's rest- 
less and peculiar attitude. 

The first words of Duse in the 
play have a fateful significance, be- 
cause they touch upon the key- 
note of the son’s unrest, his de- 
sire to get away from home. She 
asks him very quietly whether he 
is planning to take a short con- 
templated trip on the morrow, and 
he replies in the affirmative. 


WISHES TO TRAVEL 

The crux of the matter is, of 
course, that the son has through 
a peculiar intuitive sense, and 
through a thousand little reveia- 
tions before the action of the play 
begins, discovered that his father 
is not the husband of the woman 
whom he calls mother. He feels 
inevitably through the calli of 
blood to biood that it is instead 
the family’s most intimate friend. 

The first act travels a somewhat 
troublous course, during which 
the boy reiterates again and again 
his desire to leave home, to go 
abroad, to travel, assume a place 
in the world quite independent of 
his family. 

Again and again the mother op- 
poses his wishes, pitifully, futile- 
sly struggling against the violent 
mad sweep of his youth. 

It is a second act, however, that 
is the big moment of revelation. 


terror, the heartache, the dreadful 


Here the son makes apparent 


and so naturally played as it is 


by Duse’s remarkable company 


and by hérself, could not pos- 


— have stirred emotions ag it 


did. 

The Italian artist of the stage 
is a skilled artist. From him the 
most schooled American, even, 
can learn many things. The nu- 
ances, the shadings, the repres- 
sions through long declamations, 
most natural and real, and then 
suddenly the great flame of ora- 
tory bursting forth in a spell- 
binding crescendo as the climax 
is reacheg. 

Duse’s art is perhaps 
an influence now, t through 
the manifestation b er personal 
self. The years have crept along, 
and have quenched the old glo- 
rious, fire and ardor that the ma- 
jorities upon majorities love. 

But the technique, the finesse, 
the absolute and genius individu- 
ality remain. do not grope 
to find their way; they know it, 
and if she became absolutely in- 
articulate and forgot all her 
speeches she would still be one of 
the greatest actresses on the stage. 
One movement of her hands is 
more magically expressive than 
100 words spoken in the most vi- 
brant and telling tones. 

There is so much in a Duse pro- 
duction besides that which actual- 
ly transpires. You feel the whole 
length and breadth of the years. 
and though she herself is as frail 
as the rose that is about to flutter 
from the stem, you still sense what 
she holds of gleaming light that 
lives not nor dies not but remains 
an eternal spark of inspiration. 

RARE TONES 
She came onto the stage almost 
as one clad in a shroud. Her robes 
never varied from the white, ex- 
hee when in the first act she drew 

a black cloak over her shoulders. 

Mostly she stayed seated, and 
sometimes she seemed to lean 
heavily and sadly on the shoulders 
of the younger members .of her 
troupe. 

Her voice quavered on the deepe 
tones, but they possess a quality

that is as rare as the perfumes of 


the desert, that though the sands 


ef the burning emotion may be 
chilled, her performance ‘is still 
swept by the light — of the 


treasured years. 

There were moments that I shall 
never forget. These are chiefly 
those when . utters that weird 
stified cry of pain which is hers 
as indisputably as if the right and 
title and sole possession of it had 
belonged to her since tlhe begin- 
ning of the world. 

There was one, too, when mistil 
she turned her face in the 80 
shaded lights of the stage during 
the opening act, and seemed to be 
encircled by an aura of tragic pain. 

There was also that fine deep 
unforgettable instant of her real- 
ization that the father and the son 
had themselyes to each other re- 


vealed, and when knowing what 
the cost would be through the un- 
folding of the secret, her whole 


frame was shot through with the 


sorrow, that perhaps only a mother, 
who lives under such a peculiar 
shadow, can know. 

To tell of the sharing of honors 
and distinctions in such a per- 


formance as “The Closed Door” 
might seem purely a matter of 
routine. One scarcely comes into 
anything like intimate contact with 
actors who speak a tongue that is 
alien to most members of an 
audience. 

Yet nobody could possibly forget 
the youthful fire of Memo Benassi, 
who attained perhaps the greatest 
popular effect. He is not the skilled j 
and finished technician of the “art 
that conceals art that some of 
the others are, but he has some- 
thing of dash and freedom and 
feeling that swept all before it, 
and his big long specch signifying 
his determination at all cost to 
have liberty and freedom from the 
shadow that overhung his like, 
brought a response of thrilled ar- 
plause. 

I shall not forget either the aint 
judgment and taste, the mental 
emphasis with which Leo Orlan- 
dini invested his portrayal of the 
lover and father. He is one of the 


best listeners that I have seen upon 


the stage in many a day. To watch 
him express attentiveness to 
another actor's speeches was in- 
deed a treat, and one for which 
any actor would be willing to give 
him highest compliment, because 
listening is after all perhaps the 
hardest trick upon the stage. 


PRAISE FOR GALVANI 


I can give a word of praise in 
passing, also, to the rather spon- 
taneous feeling that Ciro Galvani 
exhibited as the husband Ippolito 
Querceta—who seemed quite con- 
tent to meet every situation with 
ease and aplomb, and perfectly 
matter-of-fact advice. 

Maria Morino will perhaps have 
more chance to display her talents 
in the later plays like “Ghosts” and 
“The Dead City.” Hers was only 
a cry-baby part yesterday, and that 
is thankless in a play of the type 
of “La Porta Chiusa 

Eleanora Duse, indemd, wakes 
to life the memories of some of the 
finest heights, attained on the stage 
in the dignity and quality of acting, 
and from her performances one 
cherishes much that is steeped in 
glowing fine traditions.

How then shall we form- 
ulate a background against which 
our activity may appear in favor- 
able light There is no medium 
in the world quite so effective as 
the printed page in forming public 
opinion. The printed page 
for its audience in America alone 
110,000,000 persons. How must we 
influence the public opinion of 
110,000,000 of people? 


ALL LOVE TO GAMBLE

Evidence adduced by counsel] for 
the mother, however, convinced 
the court that the custodians of the 
child had poisoned her mind 
against her mother and had at- 
tempted to sequestrate her per- 


son. 

‘ is evidence before us,” 
wrote Presiding Justice Frank G. 
Finlayson, in his opinion, 
Mr. and Mre. Jenkins have formed 
a settled purpose to teach the 
child to shun her mother’s pres 
ence 2 to shrink from her in 


t. 

The child's present unfilial at- 
titude is unnatural We can- 
account for it only upon thé theory 
that it was engendered by words 
and acts on the part of respond- 
ents (Mr. and Mrs. Jenkins) de- 
signed to poison her mind against 
her mother, who, though she may 
have sinned when a young woman, 
has gone down into the valley of 
the shadow of death that her child 
might be born.“ 

Associate Justices Work and 
Craig concur in the opinion, which 
overturns an order of the Swper- 


ior Court handed down in July, 
1922, by which the Jenkinses were 
given what they supposed to be 
permanent custody of little The- 
resa Marie. , 

In order that the mother might 
have time to earn her
